In an open letter aent to the

In explaining why the legion is 
asking the chamber to take part in 
a nation-wide joint debate on adjust- 
ed compensation for veterans of the 
World War, John Thomas Taylor, 
vice chairman of the national legis- 
lative committee of the legion, issued 
a statement, in part, as follows: 

"The Chamber of Commerce of tho 
United States thru resolutions adopt- 
ed at its last annual convention at 
Atlantic City, April 27-29, went on 
record as in favor of such construc- 
tive measures as may be distinctly 
calculated to enable ex-service men 
to cultivate the soil, build homes or 
obtain vocational education, but as 
opposed to a cash bonus." Since 
that time its publicity bureau here 
in Washington has been bombarding 
the country with hand-uuta and 
pamphlets attacking the adjusted 
compensation or bonus bill now pend- 
ing in Congress. 

"Representing;, or supposedly rep- 
resenting, big business, the chamber 
has made itself spokesman for not 
oaly the opposition to the cash pay- 
ment feature of the bill, but to all 
other features of it, 
those features which its 
convention expressly approved. 

Roth in and out of the legion, 
among all ex-service men there is a 
wide spread fueling that the chamb- 
er's statements should not be permit- 
ted to go unchallenged.

Our young 
people are therefore confronted with 
a very perplexing and daiyterous 
"If I cannot believe b th 
evolution and the Bible, which shall 
I reject?" Many have found the 
. laims of evolution upon their reason 
uml judgment so strong that they 
| have been driven to skepticism, if 
nut into real infidelity. It is the pur 
pose of this article to help remove 
this danger by showing that there is 

and evolution when both are correct- 
ly understood and rightly interpreted. 

Let us consider for a moment what 
the so-called laws of Nature are, aim 
how they are discovered by scientific 
investigation. In the first place, the 
investigator observes and tabulates 
facts. He then, by the exercise of 
his reason and imagination, discovers 
."' invents, a hypothesis or theory 
which will account for those facts, 
lie adopts this as a working hypo- 
thesis and proceeds to teat it by all 
the related facts he can find Thus 
it may have to be modified by the 
discovery of new facts, or it may 
have to be abandoned altogether and 
a new hypothesis adopted. When 
one is found that explains all the rt 
lated facts that can lie discovere.1. it 
is accepted as true and is regarded 
as a law. A law of Nature is the 
way things happen in the natural 
world, and since all phenomena of 
Nature are God's doings, as the fall- 
ing nf the apple, the growth of veg- 
etation or the rolling of the thunder, 
then the law of Nature is God's meth- 
"1 <>f doing things, and whenever we 
UMMM one „t these laws, if we 
ughtly appreciate it, we are getting 
. loaer to God ami learning to under- 
-land Him. 

The world of Nature is God's 
world. God has i.vcale.l Himself 
not in the Bible ui oie, but also in 
His other book, the Hook of Nature. 
Tl 



we interpret the word "day" in that 
narrative as meaning a long and in- 
period of time, and the ap- 
lisagreement vanishes. If we 
rind, as the great mass of scientific- 
people do find, that evolution is 
taught in the Book of Nature, it be- 
hooves us not to reject either it or 
the Bible because they seem to dis- 
agree, but to see if this apparent 
contradiction may not be due to an 
imperfect understanding of 
they do teach. 

Briefly, but comprehensively 
evolution teaches that the earth has 
been brought to its present form thru 
a succession of changes under the 
"peration of nntural lew, and tha' 
existing forms of life have b"en pro- 
duced from previous forms according 
to the natural laws of reproducti >n. 
It has nothing to say about the origin 
of matter, but deals only with the 
chunges that have taken place in Its 
form. The Bible teaches that God 
created the earth in the beginning 
and wrought all the changes that 
have incurred iu it and upon it, and 
gives a brief outline of the progress 
of the work from chaos to man. 
There is no conflict here. The Bible 
teaches the fact of creation, but does 
not deal with the method. Science 
does not deal with the fact, but is 
concerned solely with the method. 
Kvolution. so far as its teachings are 
true, has revealed to us something 
of the method of Gotl's work in crea- 
tion and some of the laws according 
to which He works. Whether its 
conclusions are true or not, they have 
no bearing 1 whatever upon the fact 
of creation, and are, therefore, not 
to the teaching of the 



tinned people, a large part of whom 
are ignorant of the true meaning of 
the word as used today in the scien- 
tific world, is most unfortunate for 
two reasons: it hinders the progress 
of truth thru ignorance and prejudice, 
and is more responsible for the skep- 
ticism of the day than the teachinga 
of science. To many people the 
theory of evolution is summed up in 



the monkey. It does not teach this, 
but it does teach that if the ances- 
try of man and the ape be traced 
thru some millions of years, they are 
both found to be descended from a 
type of animal then living. Is it 
any disgrace to us to have 
such humble ancestry to our 
exalted state? Whch is 
orable, to be a wise 
gramlfather was a fool, or to be a 
fool whose grandfather w a . a wise 
man ? 

Let us not approach the Book of 
Nature with either fear or prejudice. 
God gave it to us as a textbook, and 
He ia pleased at every success we 
attain in learning its lessons. Our 
s-hould be strengthened, not 
by its study.

CASSINA. OR YAl'PON, PLANT 
YIELDS TEALIKE REAVER AGE 

An investigation is being made by 
the Bureau of Chemistry, United 
States Department of Agriculture, in- 
to the beverag- possibilities of a plant 
which has long been used in place of 
tea along the coast of the South At- 
lantic and Gulf States, as far south 
as the northern part of Florida. In 
Virginia and North Carolina this 
plant is known as "Yaupon." It 
grows als<» in South Carolina, Georg- 
ia, 'northern Florida, Alabama. Lousi- 
ana. Mississippi, and Texas. In 
South Carolina it is called the "cas- 
sina," or "Christmas-berry, tree." 

Not only the tender shoots but all 
the leaves, it has been found, con- 
tain caffeine, making it possible to 
eliminate the laborious hand picking 
of tea, of which only certain leaves 
can be used. Wild plants are abun- 
dant, and in one place a casina 
hedge 2 miles long has been found.
